A day-long symposium on Saturday, October 1, I 988 , considers the subject 
of the exhibition Bent Wood and Metal Furniture: 1850-1946 through the 1980s. 
The symposium is sponsored by The Cleveland Museum of Art/Case Western Reserve 
University Joint Program in Art History and is supported by a grant from The

catalogue, will discuss "Architects and Furniture Design: The Modernist 
Revolution, 1917“1936." 

Two afternoon sessions feature Marianne Lamonaca Loggia, a candidate for 
the Master of Arts in the history of the decorative arts at Parsons School of 
Design/Cooper-Hewitt Museum, on "The Furniture of Carlo Mollino," and Nina 
Stritzler, assistant curator. The American Craft Museum, New York, who 
concludes the symposium with "Bending the Boundaries of Tradition: The 
Evolution of Contemporary Furniture, I 96 O- 1988 ."
